Sunflowers absorb radiation, 
lessening the impact of contamination from the 
base to the local environment. 

On Sunday morning protesters gathered 
outside the main entrance, blocking the entry of 
traffic to the base. They and MOD police were 
kept entertained by the first performance of the 
anti-nuclear play 'Monster'

MANCHESTER 
SQUAT CAFE 

The OKasional cafe is back in 
Manchester for the fourth time, to 
celebrate it's first birthday.

STOP THE NEW DEAL! 
REED TARGETED 

On 8th March, a coalition of workers, students 
and the unemployed, otherwise known as Leeds 
EF! and friends, visited the Leeds office of Reed 
Employment, the company which is administering 
the New Deal Gateway Centre in Hackney. 

Ten people entered the offices, while a further 
ten remained outside with a banner and leaflets. 
There were around double this number of staff in 
the building, which made any serious disruption 
difficult. Some staff were prevented from working 
however, and the police were called. Eventually it 
was agreed to leave, in exchange for a phone call 
with Reed’s head office, letting them know that 
the action had taken place. 

The media was not contacted about the action, 
instead the group decided to put some effort into 
creating their own publicity: Dole offices were 
leafleted afterwards, and, the following day, a 
report of the action, together with information on 
other campaigns, was flyposted around the city. 

Some people, while visiting council offices later 
in the day, climbed the columns of the offices and 
cut down their New Deal banner, nicely rounding 
off the day’s events.

SUPERMARKET ACTIONS 

On Thursday March 4th, activists removed 
genetically modified products from the shelves at a 
Sainsbury's store in Cardiff, to ‘inform the public 
of the risks that GM foods pose to human health, 
the environment and the developing world.’ Stores 
in Aberystwyth, Bangor and Swansea were also 
targeted with a variety of protests. 

On the 6th of March 150 people staged a protest 
at Safeway^ store in Totnes. The manager was 
presented with the results of a survey showing that 
over 70% of customers wanted Safeway to go GE- 
free. A banner was displayed which read "GMO- 
Free - the only safe way". Similar actions have 
also taken place recently in Plymouth, Bodmin, 
Newcastle, Worcester, Warminster and Taunton. 

On March 29th, genetiX snowball activists 
delivered 50 items of genetically modified food to 
the Ministry of Agriculture Fisheries and Food, 
declaring it to be a biohazard. The food items had 
been ‘confiscated’ from a Tescos supermarket the 
Saturday before. Attempts to take more items from 
Safeways were stopped by police. One woman was 
arrested for stealing the food. GenetiX snowball: 

STOP THE CROP 

On March 28th a protest was held at a genetics 
test site near Edinburgh. The action was called by 
Fife Earth First! and took place a year to the day 
after 60 people openly pulled up a crop of 
genetically modified oil seed rape near Fife. 

This time round the protest consisted of over 100 
people who, after listening to a couple of speeches, 
proceeded to march to the field. Fifty police, with 
horses and dogs, had got there in advance, but 12 
people managed to climb the perimeter fence and 
began pulling up the plants within. About one 
third of the crop was trashed, possibly invalidating 
the experiment. 

Six people were arrested and charged with 
vandalism, one was also charged with theft of plant 


DOING IT IN THE NORTH 
GOES TO LIVERPOOL 

On March 1 1th, about 60 folks arrived in 
Liverpool for the third ‘Doin’ It In The North’ 
action, with the intention of getting in the way of 
the genetix industry just a bit more. 

A small group went to leaflet supermarkets in 
Liverpool city centre while most people went to 
Cargill’s Docks where genetically engineered 
maize and soya is imported. Unfortunately, the 
police arrived on the scene simultaneously and 
the gates to the docks were shut before anyone 
managed to gain entry. A scuffle with police and 
security guards broke out as people tried to get 
over the gates. Some people did manage to get 
through when an undercover person on the inside 
found the gate control button, and two briefly 
gained entrance to the offices. All in all seven 
people were arrested and charged with 
Disorderly Behaviour. 

At this point it became obvious that the docks 
and offices were not going to be occupied. 
However, the gates to the tanker loading bay 
were successfully blockaded for nearly 2 hours, 
temporarily halting the collection of the GE 
maize and soya oil that is processed at the docks. 
Discussions of the issue with Cargill workers 
also took place. 

At a pre-arranged time participants headed 
back for the de-brief and evening socialising that 
are an important part of the DIITN actions. One 
of the most positive aspects was the inspiring and 
strengthening effect the days action had on the 
Liverpool group.

FELLING STOPPED 

On the 27th of March, Manchester Airport 
began felling trees in Moss wood, but were 
stopped by residents of the camp in near by 
Arthurs Wood. A new camp was then set up to 
guard against future felling, 

The trees in question will prevent the use of 
radar for the airport’s second runway if left to 
stand. 

A vegan camp has also been set up, and the 
first camp, which has been involved in legal 
proceedings to try to maintain possession, is now 
safe from eviction untill August when their case 
goes to the house of Lords.

AGRO-CHEMICAL ACTION 

On March 22nd, 10 people breached the 
perimeter of the Rhone Poulenc factory in 
Norfolk, and were almost immediately arrested 
on suspicion of criminal damage to the perimeter 
fence. Twelve people outside displayed a banner 
reading ‘Hazard’ and gave out leaflets to workers 
and passers by. 

The factory is mainly concerned with the 
production of agro-chemicals, including the 
world’s supply of bromoxynil, a chemical which 
is so toxic that it is illegal to use it the EU and 
the USA, but which is exported for use in the 
third world. 

Rhone Poulenc is a French based multinational 
which is also heavily involved in genetic 
engineering. One of its subsidiary companies is 
involved in genetically engineering cotton to be 


BULLDOZERS BANISHED 
AT TOYTOWN 

The camp at Toytown, set up to defend one of 
Cheltenham's local green spaces from a Waitrose 
supermarket, closed down a few months ago but 
the campaign continues. 

Direct action is sometimes surprisingly little 
effort. On learning that the council were coming 
to level the site, five people came down to try 
and stop work. They climbed on the bulldozers 
and said to the drivers “Go away and take your 
machinery with you”. And to everyone’s surprise 
they did! 

As far as the campaign knows, there are no 
immediate plans for the bulldozers to reappear, 
but if and when they do, people will take the 
same action again. 

COMMUNITY TAKES 
OVER FROM CHURCH 

The Community Centre on Gloucester Rd in 
Bishopton, Bristol, has been occupied by its 
local users for several weeks now, after the 
Church of England, original owner of the 
premises, decided to replace it with a church. 
This despite the fact that there are 6 other 
churches in the area already and none of them 
are exactly packed out every Sunday. 

The residents of Bishopton are keeping up 
daily events catering for deprived people and 
offer the space to everybody for meetings and 
other activities. They have taken their struggle to 
London, with people chaining themselves to 
gates outside Lambeth Palace, and pressing the 
Archbishop of Canterbury to intervene. Help 
with the running of the centre is always 
welcome, as well as legal advice and donations. 
The case for possession of the centre will be in 
Bristol Crown Court 10am on April 19th - be 
there to show your support and put the pressure 
on. You can also go and tell the Planning Dept in 
the City Council what you think of them for 
giving consent to the change of use of the 
buildings.

STUDENT OCCUPATIONS 

Earlier this month, over 200 students at 
Goldsmith's College, London, occupied the 
university’s administrative centre in response to 
the recent expulsion of eight students unable to 
pay their tuition fees. 

The action had the backing of the student 
union. Lectures were allowed to continue as 
planned and students to continue their work in 
the building. 

The occupiers built barricades and demanded 
the reinstatement of all expelled students, no 
further expulsions due to inability to pay fees, 
notification of the student union of any students 
not paying fees, the college to call on the 
government to increase funding for higher 
education and immunity for all students involved 
in the occupation. Seven days later they walked 
out, all of their demands having been met! 

This protest is one of many across the country 
in response to the assault on working students 
and free education. Occupations have also 
happened at Camberwell, where some demands 
were met, Guildhall, where all of them were 
met, and University College London where the 
occupiers were removed by police.Many of these 
campaigns have pointed out the parallels 
between New Labour's attacks on students and 
their other oppressive policies, including racist

Therefore you have to have an 
idea of what a test site actually looks like because it is obviously important that you get the right site. Many 
farms are experimental farms and therefore have lots of test sites, not all of which are GE.

Fun with Computers on office occupations 


If before going in to your office you spend a bit of time familiarising yourself with some of the ideas and procedures 
below you could do quite a bit of ‘not immediately noticeable’ damage and may even end up with a ‘gateway’ into their 


While some of your mates are going through the desk diary, the 
filing cabinets and the drawers it may be worth you taking a look at 
the beige box with a telly on it in the comer of the desk. 

Before you decide what best action to take you have to have a 
browse around the PC. If the computer is off, switch it on. The 
computer may appear to end its starting procedure with a logon 
box. Many systems save the username of the last person to use the 
computer in this box, write this name down, if the user has e-mail 
it can probably be worked out using this usemame@whatever.co.uk 
(alternatively find the persons calling card). E-mail addresses are 
handy to have as vimses and hacking tools can be sent to the 
unwitting user at a later date. You may try a couple of passwords 
(look for obscure things written on post-it notes) This probably 
won’t work and after a few tries it will tell you that you are locked 
out of the network. Just accept this and click cancel until the 
computer seems to be running. 

If the computer is already on then open the Windows Explorer and 
check out how many drives there are. If there are more than 4 
drives then you are probably already attached to the network. 

The following assumes that Windows 95 or 98 is installed but 
probably applies to Windows NT too. 

Re-formatting This is quite un-subtle and may cause the least 
damage of all. In any fair sized company most data will be either 
stored on a file server or backed up nightly. Having said that most 
users are crap at doing this (especially those at the top of 
organisations). If there appears to be no network attachment then 
this may well be your best option. To format the disk select Start 
menu - shutdown - restart computer in MSdos mode. When you get 
the C:\> Prompt type format c: /u 

Repartitioning. If you’re going to re-format a hard disk then you 
may as well repartition it too. Repartitioning a drive just makes it a 
bit harder to recover any data than a simple format. Get to the C:\> 
prompt, stick a floppy disk in and type sys a: then type copy c: 
\windows\command\fdisk.* a: if no file is found then type copy c: 
\dos\fdisk.* a:. Then format as above. Reboot the PC with the 
floppy disk in the machine. Type fdisk. Then delete all partitions, 
reboot again type fdisk again and create 2 or 3 new partitions. 
Delete files. Deleting files on the hard disk in the machine is 
pretty simple. Highlight the files you want to delete. Select lots by 
holding the Shift or control key down as you click (experiment with 
this). Before you press the delete key hold down the shift Key. Do 
not release the shift key until the confirm file delete box comes up. 
If you don’t hold shift down the files will only go to the recycle bin. 
After deleting you may as well empty the recycle bin. Click on the 
recycle bin and choose empty recycle bin from the file menu. To 
make absolutely sure that the data can’t be recovered install a Disk 
cleanup utility (www.execpc.com/~sbd/CleanUp.html) and totally 
wipe the free space. This is a small utility that will easily fit on a 
floppy disk. Using this utility makes it almost impossible to recover 
data, it is much more effective then simply formatting a disk. 
Deleting files from a network drive is pretty similar. Once you’ve 
deleted something go to Start menu - Run type command, then 
change to the drive that you have deleted from by typing the drive 
letter followed by a colon (e.g. u:) then type cd/ and then type 
purge * /a on most networks this will ensure that files are 


completely deleted. 

Changing files. This is pretty obvious really, rather than deleting 
files that could possibly be restored from backup, try changing files 
instead. Arguably the best thing to do is a search for spreadsheet 
files (*.xls or *.wk*). Find them using the Start menu - Find, stick 
*.xls, *.wk* in the Named box. Then sort them by modified date 
by clicking on the modified label, double click on the most recently 
modified file or one that looks like it may contain important 
financial information (big files are best). Then simply change the 
odd number here and there. It may be a long time before they 
realise the error, and will mean that they have to do a lot of 
checking throughout that file to look for other errors. They 
probably won’t be able to restore from back-up as they may not 
know when the change occurred (it may not be discovered for 
months) and even if they know when the changes were made other 
parts of the spreadsheet may have been updated since then making 
a restore from backup impractical. 

Inserting a virus. Before inserting a virus take a look at the 
properties of any running virus detection program. Next to the 
clock on the bottom right of the screen there will probably be some 
small icon indicating that an anti-virus program is running. Double 
click on it and take a look at the properties. What you have to try 
and do is to stop the anti-virus program from scanning files but not 
stop it running. Uncheck any boxes like scan files on Run, copy 
etc. You may be able to stop it from scanning (exclude) whole disk 
drives. Viruses that you have brought in will probably be detected 
so you want to stop the computer from scanning files but make it 
look like it is still running properly. If you can’t do this then you 
may have to disable the virus protection. This may be discovered 
earlier. 

Macro viruses 

If your virus is a Word virus then before you insert it you must 
disable Word’s own virus protection. Open Word, open Tools - 
options and click on the General tab. Uncheck the macro virus 
protection box (do the same in Excel if your virus is in an .XLS 
file). Now try inserting your virus by either running the program 
or opening the document. If the virus protection on the machine 
finds it and you have the option to exclude this virus from the virus 
list then do so. If not then you will have to disable the anti-virus 
program. First look at the virus programs properties (as above) and 
stop it from loading on startup (if that option exists) next close 
down the icon near the clock in the bottom right of the screen. 

Then open Windows Explorer and check out what is in C:\windows 
\start menu\programs\startup. If there is an icon there that looks 
like it is an anti-virus program delete it. Next go to Start menu - 
Run. Type sysedit. Look at the win. ini file (within the sysedit box), 
right near the top of this file there should be two lines that start 
Load= & Run=, delete anything that looks like it is anti-virus 
related on these lines. Next look at the autoexec.bat file (again in 
the sysedit box) and again delete anything that looks virus related. 
Now close the sysedit window. Viruses are available for download
